He declared that many .Chinese 
were taking advantage of the pro- 
vision of the Seamen's law, which 
permitted sailormz to spend sixty 
days here, by going to the interior 
and taking up permanent resi- 
dence. He has now drafted a 
regulation, he stafed, which will 
require Chinese seamen to put up 
a bond of $500 each to guarantee 
their departure.

Mrs. Lyons is said to have gone 
to Dr. Morris and told that a sup- 
posed patient of her's waa at the 
point of death and that Dr. George 
. Zorb, formerly of the Receiving 
Hospital, had been called in on 
the case. The woman's husband 
was indignant, Mrs. Lyons is said 
to have stated, and intended to re- 
port Dr. Morris to the State Med- 
cal Board uniess Dr. Zorb’s bill 
of $265 was paid by Dr. Morris. 


DOCTORS TALK IT OVER 
A conference between Dr. Zorb 
and Pr. Morris followed which, it 
is charged, revealed that the pa- 
tient was not as critically ill as 
Mrs. Lyons is said to have report- 
ed, and that Mrs. Lyons had not 
been commissioned either by Dr.

Betleving that legislators in 
Washington are oppored to a more 
liberw! restriction of immigration. 
William Welter Husband, Com- 
misisoner General of Immigration 
of the Department of Labor, in an 
eddress before an audience at the 
City Club yesterday noon, declared 
emphatically that he was in favor 
of rigid enforcement of all immi- 
gration laws and that there should 
not be a weakening in the present 
laws. 

He says that there is a shortage 
of about 10,000 laborers in 
country and that foreigners even- 
tually will come here to fill the gap. 
He asserts that even with this ia- 
flux the present laws shouid not | 
be made more elastic because it is | 
quality that we want, rather than 
quantity. 

“The present 32 per cent law 
regulates the foreigners more ef- 
fectively ‘because only a certain 
quota will be admitted,”’ he said. 
For example Mr. Husband says 
that if there were 106,000 persons 
from a certain country living in 
the United States in 1910 then only 
8 per cent of that number would be 
allowed to come ipto this country 
from that certain country during a 
period of one year as immigrants. 

At the conclusion of the meeting 
Mr. Husband gave a few moments 
to answering questions regarding 
the problems now confronting the 
Labor Department.

INTERURBAN AERIALS NEXT 


Los Angeles Engineer Perfects Mono-Cable System 
City and Suburban Traffic 


A radical departure from all)city car nes, trips from such re- 


present methods of passenger 
transportation and which its in- 
ventor asserts will revolutionize 
not only city and interurban elec- 
tric traffic but transcontinental 
traveling as well, was announced 
yesterday by C. R. Harris, presi- 
dent of the Harris Engineering 
Company, 602 Heas Building. Mr. 
Harrie has a national reputation 
as an engineer and has many nota- 
ble inventions to his credit. 
His transportation plan is to be 
known as the “Harris Mono-Cablé 
’" and is unique. It calis 
for the installation of twin cables 
in the arch of horseshoe-shaped 
supports placed at intervals along 
the right-of-way, from which will 
suspend cigar-shaped cars or boats, 
holding fifty passengers each. The 
cars will be propelled by airplane 
propellers driven by electricity; 
one at each end, of the adjustable 
blade type. The etarting, stopping 
and speeding of the cars will be 
regulated by the pilot by merely 
changing the angle of the propeller 
blades, this permitting the moving 
of the cars in either direction as 
well as bringing them toa full 
stop without shutting off the motor. 
The plan is by this method to 
avoid jerks and jars in starting 
and stopping. 


IN SEMI-F LIGHT 

A cable grip will enable the 
pilot to keep the car stationary 
when stopped on an incline or in 
an emergency. The shape of the 
cars and other proposed structural 
features will be such that the ma- 
mentum will cause a buoyancy, 
producing a semi-flying sensation, 
without any of the hazards accom- 
panying flying.

LARGE WALNUT CROP 


California growers will gather a 
crop of approximately 23,500 tons 
of walnuts this season, the largest 
in the history of the industry with 
the exception of 1919, according 
to Carlyle Thorpe, general man- 
ager of the California Walnut 
Growers’ Associaten.' Although 
the industry has received impor- 
tant protection under the new 
tariff, prices this season are ap- 
proximately 10 per cent lower thah 
the 1921 level, quotations ranging 
around 22% and 17% cents for 
No. 1 and No. 2 soft shells and 
26 and 22% cents for budded nuts. 

Approximately ten days of the 
shipping season remain, according 
to Mr. Thorpe, and only a very 
small tonnage is set to be moved. 
The supply’ is considerably less 
than the demand at this moment. 
with buyers quoting prices 2 and 
3 ts above the level at which 

wers contracted their crops 
earlier in the season. Shipments 
are being pro rated at about 85 
per cent of orders. 

Growers are expected to receive 
total returne this season amount- 
ing to $11,500,000. The size of the 
profits is said to be caused by 
lowered costs of production as 
‘compared with last year. 

This year’s crop is meeting with 
considerable competition from im- 
ported nuts as foreign production 
is about 35 per cent in exoess of 
normal and of a better quality than 
for several seasons. In te of the 
new duty the prices on foreign 
nutes are about 11 per cent less 
than last year. Up to the present 
time most of the imports have been 
from French and Italian sources, 
but the Manchurian nuts are ex- 
pected to reach the market the 
latter part of November. 

The output of walnut meats from 
the cracking plant of the California 
Walnut Growers’ Association will 
ibe of record size, according to Mr. 
Thorpe, with a total production of 
about $2,506,000 pounds as against 
1,760,000 pounds in 1921. Prices are 
7 r cent below last year, despite 
a 300 per cent increase in the duty 
on walnut meats,

faire. A king’s retirement ie a 
flight—like that of a cri 
though few of them are really to 
blame for being monarchs. ‘They 
were put on their thrones by en 
ancient regime which modern ideas 
reduce to a ridiculous position as 
if they were the toys of mankind's 
childhood. 

Tf the Sultan comes to this coun- 
try, don't let him bring his crown. 
We have too much gold already and 
feel a special aversion to coronal 
junk, so precious in the eyes of 
those who have not yet broken 
through to democracy.

their own conclusion that heredity 
ie far the greatest determining fac- 
tor of a man’s character and use- 
fulness, for they have the kings 
scheduled and with few exceptions 
they found them either ordinary or

Wendt “arrived” many years ago, 
and the exhibition now being held 
is a sort of home celebration of 
the honors that were recently be- 
stowed on him in Chicago, when 
he walked away with $1000 prize 
at the exhibition of pictures by 
American artists In the Art In- 
stitute. 

The showing at Stendahl!'s fo!l- 
lows very closely on the heels of 
one by William Wendt that closed 
there only a few weeks ago, and 
i therefore holds pictures that we 
have seen before. But these are 
so fine that we are more than giad 
te see them again. Too, it is good 
that we be reminded that we have 
ainong us @ landscape painter who 
is acclaimed the world over. 

But Wiliam Wendt did not gain 
his high position at a single bound. 
He has worked hard and iong, 
early and iate, one of the most 
conscientious students of nature 
that we have among us. Though 
he passed his boyhood in Chicago 
and nted for some years in En- 
ne eh Chicago still 

ms m, most certainly 
a California painter and belongs 
to us He has painted no land- 
scape but that of Southern Cali- 
fornia for over twenty years. 

Therefore, if anybody “knows” 
Southern California it is he. He 


knows our mountains, our hills and 
our valleys so intimately and so 
thoroughly and his influence as a 
painter has been so strong and per- 


meating on the method and manner 
of many of our young painters that

he may ve called one of California's 
modern masters. Nor is it our vain- 
giory that names him so—it is, as 
we have seen, the verdict of Kast- 
ern lovers of landscape art. Cash 
prizes of such a sum as $1000 are 
very rare—they are almost never 
given—yet on William Wendt's 
“I Lift Mine Eyes Unto the Hills” 
such a prize was bestowed. And the 
hills of his picture are the beauti- 
ful ones.of Southern California.

Prints in the State 
Several years ago, under the 
guidance of its broadminded libra- 
rian, Milton J. Ferguson, the Cali- 
fornia State Library formulated a 
buying plan which will eventual- 
ly give them a notable collection o 
prints. 
Mr. Ferguson realized that he 
coulda not compete with the large 
museums in gathering complete 
sets of the old masters, nor did he 
care to do so. To have a complete 
set of Rembrandt or Whistler is a 
wonderful! thing, but it requires the 
expenditure of large sums of mon- 
ey. and in the end results in a 
collection which is chiefly of his- 
torical interest and is only in its 
true place when it finds a home in 
some museum. ~ 
Led by these reasons, the Cali- 
fornia State Library adopted the 
following policy: One or two exzam- 
ples of the best of the old masters 
would be purchased to show their 
general method of working, the rest 
of the yearly allowance would then 
be spent for the work of living 
men. In this way, such a collection 
would be brought together that any 
city in the State, desiring to see

The new print’ room at Sten- 
dahi’s has‘ therefore opened with 
elan. Its walls are pleasantly 
toned in neutral tinted paper, and 
the thirty or forty prints by Pear- 
son are hung with impeccable 
precision and nicety. Indeed, the 
artist himself declares he never 
saw a better balance of ¢tchings 
in any print gallery from San 
Franciaco to New York. Which is 
not bad when we consider that 
this is Stendahl's first venture in 


ugh Ralph M. Pearson is 
still young——he is under 40~—we 
find that he has already passed 
through three “periods,” and al! 
three are represented in the gal- 
lery. In the first period he fol- 
lowed the illustrative method. In 
the second he became more inter- 
pretative. In the third, which is 
the present one, he its decidedly 
abstract in his rendering of form. 
He has become a modernist, a 
weaver of patterns that are most 
carefully and subtly calculated to 
charm the eye—as they often do.

The artist himeelf 
thinks it has much of the sim- 
plicity of the primitives, who, he 
declares, were the only true cre- 
ators. Between the primitives and 
the modernists (the modernists 
are really belated or rediscovered 
primitives) we find very little cre- 
ative art—so we are told.

Like all true artists, Pearson is 
a tireless experimentalist, and it 
ia through study and experiment 
thatihe has arrived where he is to- 
day.
